Serious State of Affairs Exist- 
ing at Ciiippewa Falls.

Chippewa Palls. Wis , Drc. 3 — TIip 
situation in Chippewa Falls is growing 
more Mrioos treiy minnte. The mam- 
moth iro gorj^e which fnrmrd six miles 
down the river has backed into the city 
and the immense volume of water com- 
ing from above is spreading to each 
lide> inundating large portions of the 
town. 

The Inhabitants are in a state border^ 
ins on panic. The wont of tiieiitQa* 

tion is the knowlcdK© of the impcndiug 
danger and of the fact tliat they are ut- 
teily helpless to stay or mrtat It. Those 

whose houses have been fl(V)(lod have 
removed their household gu<Kl.s aucl,be 
longings to higher ground and are hud 
died together in the schoolhonses and 
other vacant buildings out of the path 
of*the torrent that is Rweflttof doWB 
several of the main streets. 

The river is fnUj three-qnarters of a 
mile wide, and its siirfiict' is covered 
Mritb anchor ico to a depth varying from 
10 to 80 feet. The most stubborn resist- 
anco offered by tlie obstrnctioii is in that 
portion of tlu) river between the wiipon 
in idge and the Central niilroad bridtre, 
about half a mile in length. Yesterday 
Mayor Lindley ordered an explosion of 
600 pounds of dynamite, but after 800 
pounds had been exploded the experi 
raent was abandoned as a failure. Rail 
road onicial.s who viewed the gorge 
stated that tiiero is not safhciont dyna- 
mite obtainable to blast a channel for 
the river throogh the ftoaenmass 
snow, logs and ice. 

All hope of breaking the gorge and 
thus allowing the pent-nj) waters to 
gradnally subside is now abandoned 
and all efforts arc directed toward re 
moving household goods and mercban 
dise out of the reaoh of the flood. Bvery 
team in the city has been engaged in 
this work. Every resident and business 
firm of River street has moved out. The 
Chippewa Lumber and Boom company's 
mill and yards are under water and all 
hope has been given np of saving the en- 
tire business portion of the place from 
being submerged and the water will soon 
reach the courthouse, eight blocks from 
the river. 

The ixMtolflce is under three feet of 
water and Postmaster McColm has 
moved the office seven bloolni from its 
old location. Ten stores on the sonth 
side of Spring street are inundated. Tin 
stores of Heller & Jacobs, .leakins 
Brothers, 10. Posnan^ky, Wrienberg 
Brothers, Goddard & Wilson, the Good 
Luck Drug company and the Mitchell 
restaurant are nnder water and 20 other 
Aims have vacated their places of bust 
noss. Tlie oftices of The Ilcnild and 
The Independent newspapers ore lloo<l 
ed and the papanwitt btlMOadfrom 
other buildings. 

A report from Little lUls has been 
brought in that another gorge was form- 
ing 30 miles above here, ^d this has 
greatly added to the alurui, as, in case 
it should break, uotiiing could save the 
city from being swept away. 

All the farming country Hve miles 
Mmth, near the town cif Wheaton, is 
nndsr water, and the loss to farmers is 
enormous. Many farmers barely es- 
caped with their lives, and in some 
places houses and barns are carriini 
away. Uvutooic bM bMB loil 1l|y every 
fanner. 

Reports of a vsiy Miloiis nature cwie 
from down the tlver. The country 
everywhere is flooded. The gorge con- 
tinues to grow in extent. It is now over 
five miles long and in many places iiO to 
[ 60 feet liigli. It completely dams the 
river, and this is what is OMudnf the 
rapid rise of the river h«n. The heavy 

trains of last week were followed by a 
sudden freeze which quickly massed the 
floating ice in the Chippewa, and the 
swiftly running current oontiunally 
added to it tmtil it leaohad itii present 
^ gigantic proportions. 
^ Below here the Chippewa is fklUng. 
I There is no flood at Ban Claire, but tluH 
fact is causing the people at that place 
much uneasiness as it iiulicates tliut the 
water is being piled up as by u dam, 
above them. 
Theioe>paok at Badger mills, half 
,y between I<an COaire and Chippewa 
'alls, is growing in extent and every- 
iig seems to indicate that the river is 
iking up. 

' It is not believed that anything seri- 
ous can happen under the present con- 
ditions for at least a day or two, and it 
is believed that every one has been 
Ijjiiufficieutly warned and is in readiness 
to fly the moment the crash comes. 
R«'port8 from various portions of Chlp- 
jykwa runs indicate a deplorable ooudi- 
IHil of aJtnin. At the Flambeau ftem, 
1* miles above this oity, anothar loe 
e has formed. The ilvw has over- 
od i>s bapks and mandated the 



country 20 miles on eitlier side. Do- 
mestic animals have perished by^ tlie 
score. Farms and fttm hooses' arc 
flooded, and the losses will reach into 

the hundreds of thousands. 

These reports are meager and nncor- 
rnbdrated, but it is safe to estimate that 
at least 8,000 horses, cows and bogs 
haiTe met death in the flood.

SPAIN WT TINO OUT A NAVY.

Ni-w Yoiuc, Dec. 2.— A special cable 
from Madrid says : Great ni-tivity con- 
tinues in all Spanish ports, particularly 
in Cartagena, where all available 
strength Is now employed in fltting out 
six iroticlads and three cruisers, which, 
with the Glasgow torpedo boat destroy- 
ers, will make a powerful tlying squad- 
ron. Tb( re is no cessation in tlio work. 

It is said that the Spanish govern- 
ment has accepted specifications and 
has given an Ebwick firm an order lor 
a powerful battleship and a cruiser 
But as no money whatever has come to 
band in Newcastle, nothing has yet 
been done toward their construction. 

In cose of need the cruiser could be 
ready in a year, but it would take twice 
as long to finish the ironclad. The 
cruiser is designed for exceptional speed, 
and would be aide to coal for 5,000 knots 
at 28 knots honri y.

At one plaoe he is chuged with putting 
SO women and yoang i^ls in a ohnron 
and keeping them there for a week at 
the mercy of his gang of cutthroats and 
then barning them in the building. 

Over 80 arrests were made yesterday 
of stupects from all quarters of the city, 
but the names of the parties are refused 
by the officials. Over 200 will be de- 
ported tomorrow without the form of a 
trial or a chance to defend tlieiiiselvoi.

And In determining whether a eonfession 
WAS voluntary the court muat be controlled by 
the facts of the particular ease under conddera 
tlon, the admlaslon of lucb proof being in the 
discretion nf the court. In this case a conteatlon 
made hy the accused to the f'oiinty Attorney, 
who came to bim at ble request, was voluntary, 
and was. therefore, pioperly allowed to he 
proved. 

Seventh— Although an (iricliml loiifi ssion may 
have heen obtained liy impruper means, yet sub- 
sequent eonfes.ilous of the same or of like far'« 
may be admitted if the court believes from Ilie 
Icinjtli iif time interveiiiuii; or from proper warn- 
ing of tlie conseipiriMcs of confession or from 
other clrcumstaiufs thai the delusion, hopes or 
fears under the iulluonce of which the original 
confession was obtaiueii, were entirely dis- 
pelled.
